For those of you attending classes, studying, and taking quizzes 
all without benefit of a textbook, it should be explained that the 
bookstore has a system. By compiling endless statistics, asking 
endless questions, taking an infinite number of polls, and feeding 
the results into a computer or two, it was found: 1. Some students 
buy new books. 2. Some students buy used books..3. Some students 
buy no books at all. 

Once realizing this unfailing truth, the powers that be decided 
that only a certain number of books should be ordered for each 
course depending on the enrollment in each.

Last year the bookstore ran into trouble when they over ordered 
their book supply. Instead of a cash refund from their supplier, they 
received a credit slip towards future purchases. This was received 
with a cry of consternation by the student body who felt that they 
should have use of this money in the form of grants to the Student 
Senate. 

This year, the bookstore completely reversed themselves and 
ordered too few books. This also raised a cry of alarm among the 
students as many of them are, to this day, without required texts. 

If a choice were to be made between feast or famine, we would 
have to choose in favor of the students having enough books as their 
education is what this place is all about. What is not clear is why a 
choice should have to be made at all. Surely there is a way in which 
the bookstore can determine with some degree of success the 
number of books needed and order accordingly. 

With this thought in mind, may it be suggested that unless the 
ridiculous problem of too few books is solved satisfactorily by next 
term the administration should take a long hard look at the 
capabilities of the management of the bookstore to do the job they 
were hired to do. To make it a little plainer, I suggest that unless 
Gary Finch can straighten out the present situation, he be 
replaced.

When the campus changed the class time 
from the bottom of the hour to the top of the hour, why 
didn’t the bookstore change with the rest of the 
campus? Before, the store was enjoying the coverage 


of five different class periods by being open from 10 


a.m. - 2 p.m. Now, with the new time schedule, the 
coverage is cut down to four different class periods 
with the same hours. Was this an oversight, or didn’t 
anybody care? 

We hope that by third term the situation in the

three issues of this newspaper. These 
editorials all have one factor in 
common ... they all deal with the 
Campus Bookstore. 

The FULCRUM editorial board, 
taking notice that something was 
wrong in the bookstore, took it upon 
themselves to let the student body at 
Broome Community College know 
exactly what was happening at the 
bookstore, and the direct causes of all 
the problems everyone faced.

In less than one week, a new president will occupy 
an office in the Administration Building. Dr. Sigmund 
A. Smith is to be the second president of Broome 
Community College since the school was founded in 
1946. 

Dr. Smith is joining the BCC academic community 
at a time when he is needed most. The school, in the 
past five years, has become the victim of our 
bureaucratic society, where red tape and paperwork 
has become more important than the primary 
purpose of this institution — education.

Bad Rumor 


A rumor has gotten started on this campus which 
could, if believed, cause great damage to a much 
needed, student oriented service. This rumor 
concerns a list which is supposed to have leaked out of 
the Health Services Dept. containing the names of 
girls who have asked for a pregnancy test. This list, if 
it existed, would cause a tremendous loss of faith 
among the students and this service could cease to 
function. 

How this rumor started is still a mystery, but I will 
show that a list such as this cannot exist. When a girl 
goes to Health Services to inquire about a pregnancy 
test, it is the policy of that department to never 
require the students name. This is done so that the 
girl will feel free to make use of the service. Mrs. 
Campo lists the girls as Jane Doe No. 1, Jane Doe No. 
2, etc. so that she can keep the tests separate but this 
list could hardly cause any problems if it became 
public, which it hasn’t. 

It is hoped that this rumor, if heard, will be ignored 
as all rumors should, and that the students on this 
campus will continue to avail themselves of the 
professional, confidential services offered by the 
Health Service Dept.

Mary O’Neil, LA ’74: “I don’t 
have a lot of information on it. I 
don’t think that that large a 
group of students should be 
suddenly dismissed. I mean, 
that’s total black and white and 
nothing is completely black and 
white in a school situation.” 
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One of the less notable events 
of 1972, whose memory is 
thankfully already fading, was 
the attempted suppression of 
“Deep Throat,’’ the skin flick 
currently being screened at the 
Strand. The film was_ charged 
with being obscene possibly 
because inanity is not illegal, and 
_ possibly because the local D.A. 
saw an opportunity to enhance 
his public image by busting what 
appeared to be an easy mark. As 
silly as was the charge, the trial 
was even more of a farce. The 
prosecution called no witnesses 
while the court got to see the 
movie for free. It was almost as 
though someone in the D.A.’s 
office owns an interest in the 
Strand, because the only result of 
the trial beyond the waste of 
public funds was the huge 
increase of ticket sales when the 
Strand brought back the film. 
What was originally just another 
dreary screw picture, became 
something of a cause celebre. 
Even a contingent of BCC faculty 
made the pilgrimage to view the 
film that invoked the wrath of the 
D.A.’s office. As one of the 
(male) faculty members who 
viewed the movie remarked , ‘‘It 
was more like a documentary. 
The girls weren’t even that well- 
built.” 

Binghamton is not alone in its 
zeal to shelter the public morals, 
however. Two other incidents 
occurred at about the same time. 
In Norwich, the city fathers 
censored ‘‘Oh, Calcutta!’’ a well 
established X rated movie. 
Again, the theater owners won 
the right to show the movie, 
although the city managed to 
save some face by posting a 
policeman outside the theater, 
ostensibly to ascertain that 
impressionable minors were not 
admitted, but actually to remind 
the theater owners that one battle 
does not win a war. It is fortunate 
for the residents of Norwich that 


the movie was not permanently ~ 


suppressed, for surely after 
waiting this long for the picture 
to penetrate the hinterlands, the 
public was eagerly anticipating 
the newfound thrill. Also, in John 
Lindsay’s New York, a downtown 
theater showing ‘“‘Deep Throat’’ 
was closed on a legal technicality 
which the next day was ruled 
unconstitutional. Rather 
ironically, the picture now faces 
obscenity charges in Fun City, 
where at least the famed 
“massage parlors’’ are still 
available to the adventurous 
tourist. 

The recent minor rash _ of 
crackdowns on sex movies is a

curious rouunote to this confused 
and confusing era. These 
spasmodic attempts to purge the 
public conscience of any taint of 
sin ring falsely against the 
backdrop of current society. Ata 
time when sex is the single most 
important tool of advertisers, 
when the word fuck is a nearly 
acceptable noun, verb and 
adjective, and when bottomless 
waiters along with nude 
waitresses are the latest 
gimmick of the entertainment 
business, it seems rather strange 
that one or two mediocre movies 
should be singled out for 
persecution. One is tempted to 
ask where the pillars of public 
purity have been up till now. 
Locally, the Art Cinema has been 
merchandising sex for some 
time. One recent offering there, 
“Teenage Fantasies,’’ has been 
described by at least one 
afficionado of the genre as being 
much better (i.e. more explicit) 
than ‘‘Deep Throat.” Moreover, 
topless bars abound in this area 
(one even featuring a weekly 
amateur night) and there are 
homosexual hang-outs as well as 
an occasional arrest for 
prostitution. Surely, sex without 
love is no more a stranger to 
Binghamton screens and streets, 
than it is to Binghamton beds. 


Another curiosity is the 
reluctance of the pious to storm 
such movies as ‘‘Patton’ or 
“Bonnie and Clyde” or ‘Last 
House on the Left.”’ These films 
and others revolve around killing 
and killers. One of the three 
concerns a licensed killer of 
many, one portrays a pair of 
warped and greedy killer- 
robbers, while the last simply 
revels in out-right butchery. 
‘“Deliverance”’ is one of the latest 
entries in the field, and it, too, -is 
gloriously gory. Must one 
conclude that oral intercourse, 
with its attendant pleasurable 
sensations, is obscene, while 
murder and mutilation are 
entertaining? It would seem that 
Binghamton’s burghers would 
rather their children fight than 
fornicate. 


This preoccupation with trifles 
in the face of great unhealthiness 
is perhaps symptomatic of the 
great sexual malaise that is 
currently rampant. While the 
banner of sexual revolution has 
been raised high, little or no 
improvement in sexual health 
has resulted. Homosexuality and 
prostitution remain unchecked, 
pornography has increased and 
potency problems are at the point

It is difficult tosay what should 
be done, but if just the vast 
amounts of resources 
squandered on war were used for 
seeking out the inner problems of 
the people who supply those 
resources, a vast improvement 
could be made. The possibility of 
avoiding more Boston Stranglers 
or Richard Specks, as well as 


bringing increased joy and 
harmony to marriages and 
therefore families, which are still 
the foundation of society, seems 
more than worth whatever the 
increased efforts in sex research 
would cost. There is no need for- 
any more step-by-step sex 
instruction manuals, nor any 
more snide, hung-up David 
Reubens, whose _ self-styled 
expertise sells books, rather than 
helps to solve problems.

If you happen to run across a journalist who is in good spirits, be 
surprised. Any journalist who is not showing signs of depression, 
anger, frustration, or outright paranoia will be a rare sight. 
The developments in the last few weeks have been bad for 


journalists. Let’s review some of the recent events that have been 
taking place tocause such bad times for journalism. 


The Washington Post, the newspaper which thoroughly 
investigated the Watergate incident during the Presidential 
campaign, was banned from covering a social event at the White 
House soon after the election. Ronald Ziegler, the White House 
press secretary, gave his word that the action had nothing to do 
with the investigative journalism of the Post. But experience has 
taught us to take anything that aWhite House press secretary says 
with the proverbial grain of salt. 

The Supreme Court, with several Nixon appointees, has ruled 
that a newspaper reporter is no longer protected by the First 
Ammendment when refusing to reveal his sources. Thus far, four 
such newsmen have been jailed for contempt of court when 
refusing to reveal their sources. With the First Amendment now 
unable to shield them from the court’s wrath, more newsmen, and 
journalists, may also be prosecuted. 

Television is also beginning to be scrutinized by the Nixon 
administration. The Public Broadcasting System (PBS) has been 
having budget and management problems brought on by Nixon 
appointees, and the President’s veto of the network’s budget last 
June. The troubles came to a head recently when several PBS 
programs were not approved by the Republican dominated parent 
of PBS, the Corporation for Public Broadcasting. Programs that 
have discussed controversial topics and have been critical of many 
of Nixon’s policies are the shows that received disapproval. 
William Buckley’s ‘‘Firing Line” and Bill Moyer’s “‘Journal’”’ are 
two such programs. 

Then, of course, there was the announcement that the Nixon 
administration would submit legislation in Congress which would 
put pressure on local television stations to censor network 
programs such as the CBS special, ‘‘The Selling of the Pentagon,’’ 
that may be critical of some of Nixon’s policies. If these stations 
refused to do so or were too slow to present ‘“‘both sides” as the 
Nixon spokesman stated, they faced the possibility of losing their 
license. In the past, Nixon has tried to stop such shows which may 
be critical by attacking the strong networks. This, however, failed 
to bring results. Now he appears to be following the policy of 
“divide and conquer” with his forays on the weaker individual 
Stations. ; 

It is no secret that throughout our President’s career, the press 
and Nixon have had no love affair. One remembers when Nixon 
was politically humiliated after he lost his bid for the California 
governorship, he sullenly told members of the press, ‘“You won’t 
have Richard Nixon to kick around anymore.” Nixon is no longer in 
political retirement. Now, who is kicking whom? 

All presidents have faced the wrath of a critical press. Thomas 
Jefferson was one who received a great deal more harassment than 
Nixon has had to face. But he made no attempt to weaken the news 
media because he realized the necessity of a free press in a free 
society, for which he strove. But based on past experience, should 
we expect our President to follow such lofty ideals? 

Take the increasing power of the president, these oppressive 
policies in relation to the press, and George Orwell’s 1984. Mix well. 
Bake at Farenheit 451. You now have cooked up a sense of 
paranoia, which is beginning to exist in many segments of our 
population. 

Hopefully, the man who is elected as first citizen in 1976 will be 
more enlightened and restore our individual] liberties, ridding us of 
the ‘‘Big Brother’ syndrome.

When 
the group broke up, Tommy 
settled in Vancouver to direct 
stage shows for the family-owned 
topless club. 

Richard Marin, better known 
as ‘‘Cheech’’ (short for Cheech- 
arrone, an affectionate term, 
meaning, literally a delicacy 
made of deep-fried pork skins) is 
the Hispano-American member. 
Cheech was born in the better 
section of Watts, California, son 


of an L.A. policeman, graduated 
from San Fernando College, then 
journeyed to Canada to see the 
sights. It was then, that Cheech & 
Chong joined forces as members 
of an improvisational group 
known as City Lights. The group 
consisted of three freaks, four 
topless dancers and a mime 
artist, and was patterned after 
The Committee of San Francisco. 
The show was well received, and 
played to packed houses. 


When City Lights parted 
company, Cheech & Chong 


Stayed together as a duo. They 


gradually developed a following 
in western Canada _ which 
eventually evolved them to the 
“Hoot” night at the Troubadour, 
where Lou Adler heard them, and 
shortly thereafter signed them to 
a contract.

DH Students Offer Free Service

Students in the Dental Hygiene 
program at Broome Community 
College offer teeth cleaning 
services to anyone in the 
community. Anyone wishing to 
have their teeth cleaned may go 
to the Science building on 
campus and make an 
appointment to have their teeth 
cleaned, and also be given 
instructions for better dental 
care by a dental hygiene student. 
This service is a mandatory 
part of the training DH students, 
who are studying to be dental 
hygienists, receive. 

The curriculum is _ fully 
accredited by the Council on 
Dental Education of the 
American Dental Association. 
There are seventy-five students 
presently in the program, thirty- 
seven seniors and _ thirty-eight 
freshmen, all of whom are 
female. The curriculum is open 
to males and females alike, 
however only one male has ever 
enrolled, but he never completed 
the course. 

Dental hygiene students learn 
to perform the _ clinical, 
educational, and assisting duties 
involved in dental care. Courses 
in oral anatomy, preventive 
dentistry, first aid, and dental 
radiography are studied. Also, up 
to sixteen lab hours per term are 
spent on dental manikin practice, 
and clinical dental hygiene where 
the student is working with 
actual patients. Students need to 
possess a great deal of skill with 
their hands to perform their 
services. It is also important that 
each student has a-sincere 
interest in working with people, 
and also a pleasing personality, 
along with good moral character. 

It is not until the third term of 
their freshman year when DH 
students begin working on actual 
patients on a regular basis. The 
process of inspecting, cleaning, 
polishing, and applying fluoride 
solutions to a patient’s teeth is

repeated over and over as the 
students become more and more 
professional. During their senior 
year, each dental hygiene 
student will spend a total of 
eighty hours in the clinic, 
working with sixty to seventy 
patients. ' 

In compliance with state laws 
dental hygiene duties that each 
student must learn to perform 
include the removal of deposits 
and stains on teeth, application of 
fluoride solutions, and individual 
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and group’ dental health 
instruction. Also, the students 
must be able to expose, process, 
and mount dental x-ray films, 
along with being able to assist a 
dentist at the dental chair and in 
the laboratory. 

All dental hygienists must pass 
a licensing exam which is given 
to the students at the end of their 
senior year. This exam includes a 
national written comprehensive 
test covering material from both 
years. In conjunction with the

national test, students must also 
take a Northeast Regional Board 
test consisting of a slide 
identification exam, along witha 
practical test in actual lab work. 
. When the students have 
successfully passed all tests, they 
are licensed as dental hygienists 
after graduation. These new 
professionals are prepared to 
undertake the duties in their 
field. Under the supervision of a 
dentist, their services * are 
performed in private dental

practices, school systems, 
hospitals, industry and 
institutional dental clinics. Also 
in research programs, schools of 
dental hygiene, and public health 
services or the Peace Corps. 
Regardless of the type of 
employment, one of the most 
important activities is that ‘of 
constantly being a dental health 
educator.

Over the recent winter recess, 
the fact was disclosed to the local 
community that 26 senior nursing 
Students at BCC failed their 
course last term. For a few days 
after this fact. was revealed, 
several different stories about 
what happened came to light in 
the local news media. Most of 
these stories appeared to have 
discrepancies, and the real facts 
were hidden from the students at 


BCC and the public. 

The facts, as simple as _ this 
newspaper can make them, 
include the following.

The 26 seniors that failed did so 
due to their average after four 
tests. The passing mark for these 
tests was 70. Those who did not 
meet the 70 point were failed, 
with the exception of one student, 
who was raised from a 69 (F) toa

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QUESTION: Last summer I was one of two 
women laborers on a city street crew. After 
constant shoveling of blacktop and other heavy 
work, I’m afraid that I may have developed a 
hernia. Is this possible for a 19 year old woman? 

ANSWER: A hernia usually refers to a 
protrusion of a loop of intestine through the 
abdominal wall. Broadly speaking, it can refer 
toa protrusion of any organ or structure through 
the wall that contains it. While hernias are much 
more common among men, they can also occur 
in women. In men, the usual hernia occurs when 
a loop of bowel goes through the inguinal canal 
which is formed in early development when the 
testes descended from the area behind the 
abdominal cavity (reptroperitoneal space). In 
women, comparable structures exist through 
which a hernia may occur. One such structure in 
the inguinal area is called the canal of Nuck. But 
inquinal hernias are not common in women. 
More often, they have femoral hernias resulting 
from bowel escaping through the same opening 
through which the femoral artery, vein and 
nerve descend to the leg. This is also in the groin 
area. 

My surgical consultant assures me that it is 
entirely possible for a young woman to have a 
hernia. I suggest that you be examined by a 
physician to determine if this is the case. If you 
do have a hernia it should be repaired since a 
potentially dangerous situation can develop if 
the loop of bowel becomes trapped. Finally, if a 
hernia occurred during your job, you may be 
eligible for workwoman’s compensation.

QUESTION: How does one go about getting 
birth control pills froma college health center? 

ANSWER: There are several types. of college 
health centers when it comes to contraception. 
Some are realistic and view contraceptive 
services as being within the definition of 
complete health care. Others feel this way but 
disguise their intentions so that you have to-know 
which doctor to see so you fabricate a story 
saying you are about to get married, etc. The 
last group, fortunately diminishing in number, 
act as if by ignoring the subject it will go away. 
They do not seem bothered by the fact that so 
many people get pregnant when they don’t want 
to because they are ignorant about where to get 
services. 


To check out your health center, call the 


appointment nurse or the director if they do not 
have a publically stated policy, and ask if 
contraceptive services are available for all 
Students and if there are any strings attached. 
Sometimes a separate fee is charged which is 
usually reasonable and necessary to defray the 
extra costs involved in this service.

If you draw a blank at your school, check and 
see if there is a Planned Parenthood chapter in 
town, or if health department does family 
planning. Sometimes hospitals have family 
planning clinics. Private doctors often can be 
used. Whenever you make an appointment for 
contraceptive help, be sure and be specific with 
the secretary or nurse you speak to about what 
you want so that you can avoid the situation of 
seeing someone who won’t help you. 

Proper prescribing of contraceptives for 
women requires that a medical and sexual 
history be taken and a physical examination 
including a pelvic exam be performed. Certain 
lab tests are also in order. If you are having 
trouble finding a doctor to see you, remember 
that the combination of condom and 
contraceptive foam, available without a 
prescription, is highly effective birth control.

QUESTION: I have been troubled with 
pimples and acne and a friend told me of a 
possible solution. If he wanted his face to clear 
up for certain dates, he would masturbate- every 
day for about a week before that date and his 
face would clear up. This seems to work for me. 
Does this have something to do with hormone 
imbalance? 

ANSWER: Probably not. Acne tends to wax 
and wane with a variety of factors, one of which 
is anxiety. Symptoms made worse by anxiety 
are often relieved by any treatment which the 
‘patient’? thinks will work, making objective 
studies difficult. Acne is more frequent during 
the years when masturbation is also more 
frequent, which should also tend to weaken your 
argument. This last mentioned fact has led some 
people to think acne is_ produced by 
masturbation, which is equally ridiculous. The 
best solution for mild acne remains keeping the 
skin clean, using a drying type soap and the 
application of certain drying creams containing 
resorcinol and other agents, available over the 
counter or through your physician. Extensive 
acne often requires the help of a dermatologist 
or of a physician experienced in dealing with 
such problems.

QUESTION: Most of my girlfriends are not 
very well endowed in the breast area; those who 
are allsag quite a bit. Recently, Isaw an ad fora 
massage unit reputed to help a- girl obtain 
youthful firmness. I’m wondering whether this 
device has any therapeutic value or is it only for 
erotic stimulation. 

ANSWER: Incredible! Absolutely incredible! 
For only $18.85 (post-paid) a woman can obtaina 
device resembling a small plumber’s helper 


mounted sideways that is battery driven and 
produces ‘‘a warm, glowing feeling.’’ The ad, 
illustrated with a photograph of a-nude woman 
with unusually pointy breasts, also states that 
“you can maintain and strengthen the natural 
beauty and firmness of your own breasts, with 
this exciting, effective vibrating breast 
massager.” Note the wording folks; the ad 
cleverly avoids stating that it produces anything 
that isn’t already there. 


Your complaint is one that I have difficulty 
responding to with sympathy. I get the feeling 


’ that you will never be happy in your quest for a 


perfect breast or if you find one, there would 
have to be something else the matter with the 
person the breast is attached to. While most men 
find a woman’s breasts pleasing to look at and 
touch, the breasts are really quite unremarkable 
appendages and are the least constant, physical 
features of a woman, changing in shape and size 
as a woman ages, and as her body weight 
changes. Their one functional attribute, feeding 
the newborn, is accomplished whether they are 
round or square, big or small, ugly or pretty.

One thought Von Danken 
presents is the possibility of my 
God being nothing more than a 
member of a race more 
scientifically advanced than 
ours. He explains miracles of the 
old testament merely as feats 
performed by an apparatus much 
more modern than we now have. 
For example, in Exodus 16:4, it 
talks of how God let bread, “‘rain 
down from heaven.”’ Von Danken 
explains this as a spaceship 
dropping bread down to the 
hungry people. As for the 
crossing of the Red Sea, Von 
Danken explains it as the result 
of some kind of ray from the 
spaceship which could have 
divided the waters. This is simply 


-one unbeliever trying to give 


some rational explanation for the 
workings of a God he doesn’t 
believe in. To say that God would 
have to resort to mechanical 
means to perform a task is to say 
He is nothing more than a man 
like you or I. The resulting belief, 
then, is idolatry! Of course, now I 
am simply giving you the basis of 
my belief, which is — FAITH! 
The Word says man is to have 
no other gods before the one true 
God the Bible portrays. To think 
that there are people who 
worship water buffalo, and 
people in Deshnoukh, India 
worship RATS! While thousands 
of people die each day of 
starvation, the rats in this city 
face no food problem. They are 
considered to be holy creatures, 
and are fed by faithful 
worshipers. There is also a 
temple in this Indian Village 
which serves as a rat sanctuary. 
To top it all off, Von Danken tells 
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of -a tribe that worships 
airplanes. This tribe’ scans the 
skies 24 hours a day looking for 
an aircraft and upon sighting 
one, they very loyally kneel and 
pay homage to that flying pile of 
steel, cloth and glass. 
. It is evident that while people 
are turning away from 
Christianity, there is a 
significant trend towards other 
religions which may, “have a 
form of godliness but deny the 
power thereof.” (II Timothy 3:5) 
There are religions that teach 
you can find the inner peace you 
have been searching for by 
concentrating on a certain object 
like a candle flame or a rose or 
even the period at the end of this 
sentence. Mankind, you are 
forever searching and clinging to 
false gods which you hope will 
help you to find that long sought 
for answer. You will never find it 
with those gods, mankind. Have 
you ever really tried the One who 
can help you?

On December 7, 1972, the Civil 
Aeronautics Board announced 
the results of their Domestic 
= Passenger-Fare Investigation: 
“that youth standby, youth 
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reservation ard family fares are 
unjustly discriminatory and that 
family and youth reservation 
fares are also unreasonable.”’ 
The Board did defer cancellation 
of these fares pending further 
hearing on the question of an 
adjustment to normal fares. 
The purpose of CRADF, in the 
words of Russell Lehrman, 
President of Continental 
Marketing Corporation, a youth 


fare card sales concern, ‘‘will be 
to alert every traveler affected, 
advise them that they may lose 
from 25 percent to 33 percent air 
fare reductions if they don’t act 
now, and provide them with a 
vehicle to express their views so 
that they will be heard.” 

An open appeal is being mailed 
each college newspaper in the 
form of an ad that can be placed 
by the editor as a service for his

readers. The ad will carry a tear- 
out letter, to be signed by 
readers, appealing to Congress to 
act on legislation that can pave, 
the way for continuation of these 
discount fares. The letters will be 
submitted to the CRADF Office 
in Washington, D.C. where they 
will be systematically sorted by 
Congressional District, counted 
to measure response, and finally 


forwarded to the proper 
Congressmen. 
National Student Lobby 


Leaders will then go into action. 
They will visit the members of 
the House and Senate Commerce 
Committees in an effort to get at 
least one Republican and one 
Democratic sponsor for 
necessary legislation from each 
committee. They will work with 
staffs of the committees, airline 
representatives, senior citizens 
and other groups interested in 
preserving the discount fares. 
On February 28th a National 
Student Lobby Conference will be 
held, with students from all parts 
of the country in attendance, to 
consider this problem. At this 


time, the delegates will visit with : 


their own legislators to urge 
positive and final action to retain 
these important fares. 

In January, 1968, CAB 
examiner Arthur S. Present 
ruled that discount fares limited 
to persons 12 to 21 years old are 
“unjustly discriminatory”’ 
because age alone isn’t a valid 
distinction between passengers. 
Shortly thereafter, Mr. Present 
received mail from college 
students by the sack load. Their 
expression of opinion was so 
overwhelming that the CAB ruled 
that airline youth fare discounts 
don’t unjustly discriminate 
against adults. The board put off 
any decision on a petition to 
abolish the discounts until a 
study of whether the fares were 
reasonable in relation to carrier 
costs was completed.

Faculty Student Association

Governs College Services

Many students are unfamiliar with the 
function of the Faculty-Student Association, and 
this is understandable. Yet, its actions and 
responsibility to the academic community of 
BCC should receive some attention. Each year 
the FSA meets several times to discuss ideas and 
problems pertaining to the three major areas 
governed by them. These are the bookstore, 
cafeteria, and canteen services used by all of us 
at one time or the next. 


The membership of FSA is dispersed among 
administrators, faculty, and students. They are 
the President of the College, Dean of the College, 
Dean of Students, Faculty Advisor (Financial) 
to the Student Senate, a trustee of the college, 
and two faculty members. The students are 
represented by the President, Vice-President, 
Social Activities Chairman, Secretary, and two 
Freshmen representatives of the Student Senate. 
Their concern is primarily the financial aspect 
of the services, but policy formats are also 
handled by the group. 

This year the Student Senate is seeking a “‘fair 
share’”’ of the profits collected by FSA from the 


bookstore, cafeteria, and canteen services. It is 
the Senate’s feeling that the majority of the 
money inflow comes from the student’s pockets. 
Many students question the reason for the 
regular retail pricing of books, or the somewhat 
high cost of cafeteria food. The profits are 
divided and allocated into many projects on 
campus. These projects include Student 
Development Fund, Faculty Development, 
equipment, Campus beautifucation, and usually 
a financial grant of several thousand dollars into 
the Student Senate treasury. The Student Senate 
then shares this money with the clubs on campus 
by incorporating it into the regular budget. Last 
year this did not occur because of a tie-up in 
funds. However, Senate leaders are hopeful this 
year will witness a substantial money allocation. 
Thus, one can see there is no real profit made by 
anyone, because the money is employed to 
enrich the campus as a whole. 

One issue covered last year was the 
overstocking of books in the bookstore. It was the 
Bookstore Policy Recommending Committee 
that suggested a cut in the number of books 
ordered this year. The bookstore found itself ina 
rather difficult situation. When the bookstore 
returned unused books to the suppliers they 
would receive credit memos instead of cash. 


This caused the tie-up of cash in the Faculty- 
Student Association. After several weeks of 
serious research the Bookstore Manager 
produced a report that intoned the feasibility of a 
cut in book orders, because not all the students 
were buying the books. Instead it was discovered 
that many were sharing books, and selling the 
used to other students. This created an 
overstocking in the bookstore, and additional tie- 
up in FSA funds. 

The Cafeteria Policy Recommending 
Committee did not meet last year — in any 
significant sessions. However, this year the 
Student Senate may request some investigation 
into the prices of certain foods, and the 
possibility of a milk machine rather than the 
cartons. Perhaps the milk can be purchased by 
the gallon, and distributed via a milk dispensor 
similar to the soft drink dispensers. It would be a 
savings to the students, and an ecological move 
to limit garbage. 


If there is ever any suggestions that you as 
students have regarding the areas managed by 
FSA, bring them to the attention of your Senate 
leaders, so that they may present the idea, and 
possibly investigate it with the other members of 
the Faculty-Student Association.

With models like Illiac IV, that 
can handle 64 _ problems 
simultaneously, and PLATO, 
that can play checkers or plot a 
moonlaunch, the truly 
computerized society is not that 
far off. The danger of this brave 
new world, scientists warn, is 
that we could depend too much on 
these man-made geniuses. 


Favor Liquor on Campus 


Keene, N.H. (CPS) — In the 
age of smoke-filled rooms, there 
are still college students who feel 
they should be allowed to drink 
on campus. 

The student senate at Keene 
State College recently passed a 
resolution calling for an  on- 
campus “‘over 21”’ club in which 
aleohol would be served. The 
proposition is expected to be 
presented to the president of the 
college in about a month, then to 
be passed on to the college senate 
and finally to the Board of 
Trustees. i: 

The sentiment among the 
trustees is favorable to the 
proposal, according to David 
Gagne, KSC student and Board of 
Trustees member. 


The Plymouth State College 
Student Senate passed a similar 
proposal last year which was 
tabled by the Board of Trustees. 
Debbie Nuehauser, president of 
the Keene State Student Council, 
reported that discussion between 
PSC, New England College and 
the New Hampshire State Liquor 
Commission has shown the 
commission in favor of the on- 
campus clubs. 

“They see it as curbing 
drunken driving of some college 
students,’’ she said. 

She also said that the 
commission favored the ‘“‘non- 
profit aspect of the clubs.” The 
money made in the clubs, 
according to the current 
proposals, would help fund the

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(CPS) — “The SST isn’t dead,’’ claimed 
presidential aide John Ehrlichman in a recent 
speech in Seattle. 

“The SST will come back,” says T.A. Wilson, 
chairman of the board of the Boeing Company. 

Even President Nixon is reported to have told 
French President Pompidou at their meeting in 
the Azores last year, ‘We will have an SST. . .”’ 

The likelihood of some attempt to resurrect the 
SST (supersonic transport) in the next session of 
Congress has promoted the old ‘Coalition 
Against the SST” to reassemble. 

Congress killed a measure March 24, 1971 
which would have authorized the actual 
construction of two prototypes of the highly 
controversial plane. At that time the 
government had already poured $1.2 billion and 
eight years of research into building an SST 
designed to move passengers at a speed of 1800 
miles per hour. 

The fight over the SST was one of the biggest 
battles of the last Congress and the largest 
victory ever won by environmentalists. The 
“Coalition’’ of about 30 environmental, 
conservation, and consumer groups opposed the 
plane on numerous grounds. 

They cited the effects of sonic booms from 
such high-speed flights, greatly increased engine 
noise, and possible alteration of the upper 
atmosphere as possible dangers. They claimed 
SSTs would be more wasteful than slower planes 
because they would use more fuel per passenger- 
mile to operate at high speeds. They said that if 
the SST were economically feasible it could be 
built with private money instead of government 
funds. Finally, they questioned the nation’s 
priorities. Was it really necessary to spend an 
eventual $5.5 billion to move people from New 


York to Los Angeles in two hours instead of six : 


hours? 

The Senate, led by William Proxmire of 
Wisconsin, voted 49-48 to end the expensive 
program. Now, 21 months later, the program’s 
proponents are back again, preparing to make 
another pitch for government money from the 
new Congress. And the opposition is gearing up 
for another fight. 

Senator Proxmire (D-Wis.) sounded the alarm 
November 12, by saying that if the 
administration tries to bring back the SST “‘it 
will have a major fight on its hands.” 

Proxmire said, ‘‘I’m absolutely convinced that 
Congress made the right decision in ending the 
project last year. I’ve seen nothing to change my 
.mind about that decision. In fact,-nothing has 
changed except the price tag, which would be 
about four times as high as before.” 

David Brower, president of Friends of the 
Earth (FOE), has promised ‘‘an all-out effort”’ 
against the resurrection of the SST. 


SST Issue Thunders Back 


a membership of 30,000 which put together the 
successful coalition against the plane during the 
last session of Congress. 

Brower says, “I think the Nixon 
administration is serious about building the SST. 
But again they seem to have ignored the fact that 
the people of this country do not want to spend 
billions of dollars of tax money on a 
technological white elephant.”’ 

Brower and FOE have had the coordinator of 
the last fight, George Alderson, working full- 
time for the past few months on new SST 
developments. 

“We are reorganizing the coalition against the 
SST we had two years ago,” said Alderson. 

The Sierra Club, a participant in the old 
coalition, has already begun mobilizing its 
members. Lloyd Tupling, Washington lobbyist 
for the organization, says, “If the administration 
insists on trying again, the Sierra Club will fight 
the SST just as vigorously as before.” 

The Nixon administration has not yet formally 
proposed reactivation of the project. The 
opposition, however, is responding to a 
substantial amount of evidence that the 
administration will do so after the inauguration. 

In addition to the public statements by 
Ehrlichman and Wilson, there are many other 
clues indicating a move to resurrect the 
program. For example, William Magruder, who 
headed the abortive SST project has spent the 
last year as a White House ‘‘consultant on 
technology.”’ Secretary of Transportation John 
Volpe has made statements that “the U.S. 
wouldn’t want to let other nations’? go ahead on 
an SST alone. 

George Alderson points out that, in fact, the 
project was never really dead in’ spite of the 
wishes of Congress.:SST work, he says, has 
quietly been going on ina number of government 
agencies, NASA is spending $11 million on 
research this year related to the development of 


-an SST engine. Last year NASA spent only $1.5 


million on the same project. 

Boeing still has seven contracts from the 
Department of Transportation to do research 
and development work similar to that which was 
curtailed by Congress. T.A.Wilson, the Boeing 
chairman, even admits that he still has “dozens 
of workers’ busy on the SST project. 

The Department of Transportation has also 
awarded research contracts in hopes of settling 
some of the objections raised by opponents of the 


SST. Prominent in the debate two years ago — 


were statements made by Dr. Harold Johnston, 
a professor of chemistry at the University of 
California at Berkeley. Johnston claimed that 
nitrogen oxides from SST exhausts could act as 
catalysts in the destruction of stratospheric 
ozone which shields the earth from dangerous

Transportation has since given Johnston $400,000 
to study his hypothesis. 

The government money did not buy a 
supporter, however. Johnston has completed 
four research projects with the funds and all 
support his original warning. In October a panel 
of the prestigious National Academy of Sciences 
examined Johnston’s research and generally 
agreed with his conclusions, 

The Nixon administration may not ask 
Congress directly for money for an SST but may 
try for some type of indirect funding. One such 
plan is that proposed by Secor D. Browne, 
chairman of the Civil Aeronautics Board. 
Browne wants Congress to establish an 
‘‘Aerospace Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation” which would guarantee private 
loans to aircraft manufacturers. The aircraft 
company would then be free to build an SST with 
private money knowing the government would 
bail them out if the project failed. 


Alderson explains Browne’s plan this way: 
“The government takes on the risk without any 
supervision over the technical aspects of the 
project. The aircraft company builds the plane, 
without the constraint of having to pay the tab if 
some of its technical decisions come out wrong. 
When the new plane doesn’t sell, the government 
appropriates the money to pay off the banks that 
financed the project. In sucha case, it’s like the 
original SST setup, except that the government 
pays at the end instead of throughout the 
development process.”’ 

Administration witnesses recently failed to 
show up ata congressional subcommittee, called 
to investigate reports that the SST project may 
be revived. 

“What is the administration trying to hide,”’ 
Senator Proxmire asked, ‘‘if nothing is planned 
why don’t they come forward and say so?” 

Witnesses who did not appear to testify 
included Browne, chairman of the CAB, 
representatives from the Department of 
Transportation, two aircraft manufacturers, the 
Boeing Company and the McDonnell Douglas 
Corporation, and two airlines, United Airlines 
and Pan American World Airways. 


The fate of the reincarnated SST will lie in the 
hands of the new Congress. Alderson admits that 
he doesn’t “know what effect the changes in 
Congress will have on the SST vote.’’ There are 
66 new Congress people and eight new Senators 
who have never voted on the SST before, and 
Alderson’s top priority is getting the information 
to them. 

If Alderson and the Coalition are not 
the environmentalists will find 
themselves in that awkward position of having

Pinning is an automatic victory 
and is done by holding both 
shoulder blades to the mat for the 
count of three. The point system 
is as follows: near fall 
(opponents back exposed to the 
mat for 5 seconds) 2 points, 
predicament (one shoulder blade 
held to the mat for 3 seconds) two 
points, reversal (escape from 
bottom to control over opponent) 
2 points, takedown (control of
